Halleck Ouster 


Young Republicans 
Push Rep. Ford as 
New House Leader 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. 
Gerald Ford of Michigan was 
expected to announce today his 
bid to topple House Republican 
Leader Charles A. Halleck amid 
reports supporters of Halleck 
and GOP Chairman Dean Burch 
are forging an informal alliance 
to keep them in their jobs. 
Ford’s decision to challenge 
the Indianan was anticipated as 
he summoned newsmen to a 
press conference. 
A group of young Republicans 
have urged him to try to depose 
Halleck in an effort to give the 
GOP 
House 
leadership 
“ a 
younger image.” Ford is 51 and 
Halleck is 64. 
Meanwhile, 
former 
Post­ 
master General Arthur Sum 
merfield of Michigan is in tne 
vanguard of a group of influen­ 
tial Republicans — some of 
them closely 
associated with 
former 
President 
Dwight D. 
Eisenhower — who are reported 
working to prevent the ouster of 
either Burch or Halleck at this 
time. 
Tile impending fight for the 
House leadership parallels the 
struggle for control of the Na­ 
tional Committee, where Burch 
is battling to keep his post. 
But those backing Ford say 
there is no connection between 
the two ouster moves. 
Halleck is on vacation. His 
aides say they believe they have 
the votes to turn back any chal­ 
lenge to his leadership. 
Eisenhower, 
meanwhile, ap­ 
pears to be maintaining a neu­ 
tral position in both instances. 
He said Friday in California 
where he is vacationing, ne a 
taking no part in the dispute 
over Burch, does not plan to 
attend the National Committee 
meeting in January in Chicago 
since he is not a member and 
added: 
“ Anyway, 
I 
haven’t 
been invited.” 
He described Burch as **a 
very smart and capable young 
man.” 
Summerfield offered a resolu­ 
tion adopted unanimously Fri­ 
day by the 20-member National 
GOP Finance Executive Com 
rn it tee praising Halleck, Senate 
Republican Leader Everett M.

SANTA FE, N M. (AP) - The 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of 
Santa Fe will become a member 
of the New Mexico Council of 
Churches, an organization of 
s e v e n Protestant denomina­ 
tions.

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Bullet Moves 
From Thigh 


Into Lung 


ATLANTA (AP) — A 35-year- 
old man who accidentally shot 
himself in the thigh has had the 
bullet removed — from his lung. 
The bullet, washed through 
the b l o o d s t r e a m , passed 
through his heart and into his 
lung. 
Herbert Fowler, manager of a 
private club at Rome, Ga., un­ 
derwent surgery last week at 
Emory U n i v e r s i t y Hospital 
here, two weeks after acciden­ 
tally shooting himself when his 
pistol fell out of his pocket. 
Fowler, at the club when the 
accident occurred, received im­ 
mediate 
treatment 
from 
his 
doctor. An X ray showed the .22- 
caliber bullet lodged in his thigh 
and it was decided to leave it 
there where it was unlikely to 
do any harm. 
Fowler then went back to 
work. Two weeks later he had 
sharp chest pains. He again 
consulted 
his 
d o c t o r 
who 
X-rayed his chest. The doctor 
saw the same 22-caliber bullet, 
this time in Fowler’s lung. 
“ It’s a very unusual case,” 


the doctor added. “ Even more 
unusual than the case last week 
in Portland, Maine, in which a 
bullet traveled from a man’s 
head into his heart, where it 
was removed. At least that bul­ 
let flowed down, with the pull of 
gravity.**

A numbing cold wave which 
has brought death from expo­ 
sure to tens of thousands of cat­ 
tle and sheep in Montana and 
North Dakota knifed into the 
East Coast today. 
No longer the bone-chilling 
cold which froze the Midwest, it 
nevertheless l o o s e n e d snow 
squalls on the eastern shores ot 
the Great Lakes and bored into 
the 
north 
and 
mid-Atlantic 
states carrying the promise of 
zero weather in the North Caro­ 
lina mountains. It was near 
zero in northern Maine, 
Freezing air extended to the 
Gulf Coast and nearly to the 
south tip of Texas. But the 30- 
below t e m p e r a t u r e s tha 
gripped Montana are gone. 
Ranchers 
in

and 
North Dakota continued efforts 
to save their remaining live­ 
stock. One estimate put live­ 
stock loss at $250,000. 
Eight southeastern Montana 
counties were declared a major 
disaster area and $100,000 in 
federal funds were made availa­ 
ble to help save animals, some 
of which have been seen wan­ 
dering blindly, their eyes frozen 
shut. Others, their nostrils ce­ 
mented with ice, have died of 
suffocation. 
Four Air Force flying boxcars 
were on standby at Malmstrom 
Air Force Base, Great Falls, 
Mont., waiting to airlift hay 
bale's to cattle in inaccessible 
areas. 
Rain and snow lashed the 
West Coast as a new weather 
front there began its march 
across the nation. A snowstorm 
brewing in the Pacific North­ 
west dumped up to four inches 
of snow on Washington, be­ 
ginning at Tatoosh Island off the 
state’s northwest tip. Gusts of 
up to 46 m.p.h. accompanied the 
snow.

NEW YORK (AP) - The at­ 
torney for Cosa Nostra boss Jo- 
s e p h (Joe Bananas) Bonanno 
said his client, who disappeared 
during a purported kidnaping on 
Park Avenue two months ago, 
is alive and will appear Mon­ 
day 
before a federal 
grand 
jury. 
The lawyer, William P. Malo­ 
ney, told a news conference Fri­ 
day that he received a telephone 
call shortly before noon from 
Bonanno’s son, Salvatore. 
“ I was told,” Maloney said, 
“ that Bonanno is in good health, 
and that delighted me.” 
Maloney said he was present 
shortly after midnight last Oct. 
21 when two gunmen forced the 
elder Bonanno into a car. He 
said one gunman fired a single 
shot at him before the auto sped 
away. 
Bonanno disappeared h o u r s 
before he was to appear before 
a grand jury investigating or­ 
ganized crime. 
Earlier this week, Hears! col­ 
umnist Walter Winchell report­ 
ed he had been told by under­ 
world informants that Bonanno 
was well. 
The columnist said Bonanno 
was kidnaped because the un­ 
derworld feared that Bonanno 
might tell the grand jury, ad­ 
ding: 
“ Bananas 
faced death 
many times during his captivity 
and was finally spared only be­ 
cause of word from ‘higher up’ 
in Cosa Nostra.”

Coed Disarms Jailbreaker; 


Was She Stupid or Brave? 


WICHITA, Ran. (AP) — “ Dad 
said I was either stupid or very 
brave.-

State University freshman, was 
telling how she snatched a jail- 
breaker’s gun away from him 
and helped capture him Friday. 
“ I had never touched a gun 
before in my life,” Miss Jershin 
said, “ and I don’t know why I 
did it.” 
The fugitive, Richard Lee Mc­ 
Arthur, 22, charged with armed 
robbery, slid down a bedsheet 
rope and escaped from the sev­ 
enth-floor Sedgwick County Jail 
Dec. 5. Police had described 
him as “ extremely dangerous 
with homicidal tendencies.” 
McArthur told p o l i c e he 
picked the university campus as 
a place to hide occasionally, 
thinking no one would recognize 
him in student crowds. 
Police got a tip, however, and 
patrolmen Jerry Skelton and 
Harry Holtz entered the fine 
arts building Friday looking for 
him. 
They spotted McArthur, who 
bolted. The officers asked stu­ 
dents in the crowded hall to help 
stop him. 
“ That guy’s got a gun,” one 
student said, backing off. 
Now Judy Jershin takes up 
the story: 
“ I had just finished my last 
class before Christmas vacation 
and was walking out of the fine

WASHINGTON (AP) — A his­

Panama Canal within IO to 15 
years. 
The new canal is to flow at 
sea level through Panama or a 
neighboring country, and will 
probably put the old passage­ 
way with its expensive locks out 
of business. 
The troubled 1903 treaty with 
Panama is to be scrapped soon 
in favor of a new pact which the 
United States hopes will heal old 
wounds while the original canal 
becomes a relic of bygone days. 
President Johnson went be­ 
fore television cameras Friday 
to read his landmark announce­ 
ment that the United States will 
now “ press forward in earnest” 
to achieve the 
long discussed 
goal. He announced: 
1. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk will start talks with three 
or four countries which have 
potential canal sites — Panama, 
Colombia, Nicaragua and per­ 
haps Costa Rica 
—looking to­ 
ward agreements with any in­ 
terested in obtaining the new 
route. Then on-the-spot engi­ 
neering surveys will be made in 
those countries signing agree­ 
ments to decide which site is 
best.

Nobel W inner Dies 
MOUNT VERNON, N Y. (AP) 
—Dr. Victor F. Hess, 81, Nobe 
prize winner in 1936 for his ear 
ly recognition of cosmic rays, 
died Thursday night.

However, the amount of cal­ 
cium absorbed by the cow is 
the key to milk fever preven­ 
tion. And vitamin D will not 
boost the a rn o un t of calcium 
absorbed unless there is enough 
phosphorus in the ration. 
There must be a positive phos­ 
phorus balance. A good calcium 
to phosphorus ratio is about 2:1, 
according to the researchers. 
This balance can be reached 
if a dairyman can determine 
with reasonable accuracy t h e 
amount of calcium and phos­ 
phorus in the ration he’s feeding 
to his cows. He’ll need to know 
the content of roughages in par­ 
ticular, because they have the 
largest variation in phosphorus 
content. 
If a ration contains a good bal­ 
ance of calcium and phosphorus 
the skeletal deficiencies which 
show up in early lactation can 
be overcome during late lacta­ 
tion or in the dry period. “Its’ a 
point,” conclude Hibbs and Con­ 
rad, “That needs more em­ 
phasis.”

Meals and refreshments f o r 
large groups of people are part 
of many homemakers holiday 
preparations. G o o d planning 
done well in advance, can elim­ 
inate much bother and help the 
hostess enjoy her party as much 
as the guests do. 
Easy - to manage buffet serv­ 
ice frequently tvorks best for the 
group meals. These suggestions 
may help: 
Plan a simple, hearty meal 
that can be served to a crowd in 
the space available. Space lim­ 
its may mean that the meal 
must be eaten from a tray or a 
plate held in the hands. Knives 
are difficult to use in such a 
situation, so plan food t h a t 
doesn’t need cutting or spread­ 
ing. Pre buttered rolls, diced or 
thinly sliced meat, casseroles, 
and “finger” foods all h e l p 
here. 
Serve appetizers before t h e 
meal. While the guests eat them, 
place the main serving dishes. 
The food will be hot or cold as 
desired when the guests are rea­ 
dy to come to the main table. 
If you plan a mostly cold meal, 
sen - a hot appetizer — such as 
a clear broth in small cups or 
hot spiced tomato juice, plus the 
appropriate accompaniments. 
Cold foods should be really 
cold. P h e l p s to set serving 
bowls and platters in beds of 
crushed ice. Th e s e can be de­ 
corative and serviceable. Ther­ 
mal containers will keep foods 
well - chilled through a serving 
period. 
Hot foods should be served hot 
for appetite appeal and food 
safety. Candle-warmers, electric 
hot trays, chafing dishes and 
thermal containers all will main 
tain the needed heat. 
If the serving period is a long 
one, use small dishes of f o o d 
on the serving table. Replace 
them or r e f i l l them as need 
ed. This helps to maintain good 
quality and proper food temper­ 
ature. 
Serve dessert shortly after the 
main meal. G u e s t s can visit 
while the hostes cleans the serv­ 
ing table and resets it for des­ 


sert. Coffee and-or other bev­ 
erages can be arranged for self- 
service or someone may be ask­ 
ed to “pour”. A separate self- 
service beverage table with bev­ 
erages available throughout the 
meal may suit 
the 
occasion 
best. 
Simplicity is the first key to 
s u c c e s s in planning a large- 
group meal. Attractiveness is a 
close second. Here’s your chance 
to use your prettiest dishes but 
even p a p e r service can a n d 
should be attractive. You c a n 
choose and use a variety of rel­ 
ishes and garnishes for eye ap­ 
peal. Decorate the table to en­ 
hance the food.

presidency may have a pro­ 
found effect on how that office 
is handled for years to come. 
He is different from any man 
who has held the office in this 
century. He is a political man­ 
ager who reached the top. 
As President he has to assert 
leadership, often perhaps in a 
cold way, but his training and 
his career have been that of a 
manager, which does a lot to 
explain his performance so far. 
As Democratic majority Sen­ 
ate leader from 1955 until 1961 
he had a chamber filii of men 
who, as always to a large de­ 
gree, were temperamental and 
egotistical, 
with 
their 
own 
prejudices and special political 
interests. 
He knew them all well be­ 
cause he pays astonishing atten 
tion to detail. As a result he 
knew what had to be done, or 
left undone, to get a piece of 
legislation through. His job, as 
he saw it, was to get results. He 
got them. 
He didn’t do it by browbeat 
ing, if he could help it, for his 
policy was to avoid conflict if he 
could. He knew an enemy he 
made today on a particular bill 
might come back tomorrow to 
haunt him. 
What he did most of the time 
was to appeal, soothe and com­ 
promise. This meant he often 
had to settle for less than all he 
wanted. But he kept the wheels 
turning so well and smoothly he 
has been called the best Senate 
leader in this century. 
His 
whole 
performance 
is 
based on tireless dedication to 
the job. He works at it long 
hours daily. It would be extraor­ 
dinary if his personality and his 
methods changed now. They are 
not likely to, as he revealed to 
newsmen this week. 
He let it be known he will 
work for results while trying to 
avoid heady conflicts, bere or 
abroad. 
His dream boat may capsize, 
due to circumstances he can’t 
control, and in the end he may 
find himself a sorely embattled 
president, 
like 
many 
before 
him. 
If he is highly successful the 
presidents coming 
after him 
probably would be inclined to 
use some of his methods. Thus 
making the job less individ­ 
ualistic and more managerial. 
If his methods fall, his succes­ 
sors will ignore Johnson’s tac­ 
tics and go on trying to adapt 
themselves to the presidency in 
their own way, which is what 
Johnson’s most recent predeces­ 
sors have done. A glance back 
shows how. 
President Kennedy brought to 
the White House a great gift 
which Johnson perhaps never 
can match: Grace and charm 
and an intellectual interest and 
aliveness long lacking in the 
presidency. 
But in handling Congress he 
was an amateur compared with 
Johnson. He never learned how 
to 
manage 
Congress 
well 
enough to get his major pro­ 
grams through, like a tax cut 
and civil rights. Johnson got 
them through in his first seven 
months. 
Historians may decide Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower’s greatest con­ 


tribution to the job was iii at cl a

public confidence in him and his 
own placidity, he steered the 
country back to sanity from the 
neurotic divisions

Our first reaction was disbe­ 
lief. How could Germans rout

But anxiety grew with the 
hours, as guns grew louder. 
It was Sunday and we went to 
church for an evening benedic­ 
tion celebrating the return of 
the clocks, removed by the Ger­ 
mans. 
Before

ceremony 
could start, U.S. military au­ 
thorities decreed a curfew and 
power was cut. 
That was the first of many 
candlelit evenings. 
On Monday, Dec. 18, countless 
tanks, trucks and half-tracks 
rumbled across the town on 
their way to the nearing battle­ 
front. First Luxembourg refu­ 
gees 
appeared, coming from 
Wiltz and Clervaux, announcing 
SS troops had just recaptured 
the latter town. 
The first shells fell at 4 p.m. 
Reinforcements of the 101st Air­ 
borne Division took positions in 
the town during the night. 
We were shelled three times 
next day. A shell hit the Town 
Hall’s front wall. U.S. 105mm 
howitzers reacted. 
Belgian 
police 
crisscrossed 
the town, asking the population; 
to take shelter in cellars. The 
noise of the battle came louder! 
and lounder. Germans were at, 
Novelle, six miles from here, 
then at Neffe, a little more than 
two miles away. 
The next day, Dec. 20, Ger­ 
mans attacked in force in Neffe, 
Mont and Bizory. They could 
not advance, but in Foy, three 
miles from here, the Americans 
had to retreat. 
Thursday, Dec. 21 we were 
completely encircled. The battle 
was raging, as close to 4,000 
people of Bastogne started a 
week long siege in cold and 
dark cellars.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Al 
legislative bomb with a short 
fuse—the proposed opening of 
public school buses to private 
and parochial pupils—is timed 
to explode early next year.

Gen. William B. Saxbe, 
in an opinion on that date, said 
school boards have no authority 
to furnish transportation to pri 
vate and parochial pupils. 
“Legislative action is neces­ 
sary before private or parochial 
school pupils may be furnished 
transportation in public school 
system buses.” Saxbe ruled.

He said such films have been 
used in Denver, Colo., and in 
parts of California and that to 
his knowledge, the films have 
not been ruled inadmissible as 
court evidence. 
“It’s just the same as photo­ 
graphing a bank bandit,” he 
said, referring to automatic pic­ 
ture-taking equipment used in 
some hanks.

Fortunate Failure 


Juan D. Peron's attempt to return to 
Argentina could not have resulted in 
more ignoble failure. The one-time bad 
boy of South America, who ruled Argen­ 
tina as a dictator until he was deposed 
in 1955. may now give up his hopes of 
returning to power. He is aging and his 
health is not good. 
A d i f f e r e n t reaction in Argen­ 
tina might have persuaded Peron to 
keep trying. The government of Buenos 
Aires had feared that word of Peron's 
attempt would inspire strikes, riots and 


other kinds of insurrection by Peron’s 
followers. These failed to develop. In­ 
stead. the attitude throughout the na­ 
tion was one of bored curiosity.

To say that Mexico's new president, 
Gustavo D i a z Ordaz, was elected is 
technically correct. His name did ap­ 
pear on the ballot in an election, but his 
victory was a foregone conclusion. 
In reality. Diaz Ordaz was selected 
by his predecessor. Adolfo Lopez Mat­ 
eos. This is the traditional way of pick­ 
ing Mexican presidents. The reason is 
that Mexico has virtual one-partv rule. 
The Party of the Institutionalized Rev­ 
olution is the only political party of im­ 
portance in the nation. It is controlled 
by a small elite. The outgoing president 


consults this elite — and usually the 
military, labor, the

ness — before selecting his successor.

six-year terms 
ended. 
But the dangers are evident. There is 
the constant threat of a dictator rising 
to power. And with so little popular 
rule, there is always the chance that 
dissatisfaction could grow into bebel- 
lion.

By any rational test the U.S., 
in showing sufficient spunk to 
combine with the Belgians and 
the British to rescue the Stan­ 
leyville hostages, scored its first 
Cold War victory in a long time. 
But the whisperers in the corri­ 
dors at the UN are now doing 
their best to turn the whole busi­ 
ness into a defeat. 
The argument of the defeat­ 
ists goes this way: 
we were 
wrong to put our money on 
Tshombe. a man who, in the 
rest of Africa, is associated with 
“colonialism.” We 
should, 
so 
the defeatists say, have chosen 
.to back a different horse. 
This is the old familiar coun­ 
sel of despair. We heard it in 
Chungking 
in 
1944 
and 1945, 
when we were being urged to de­ 
sert Chiang Kai-shek in favor 
of getting along with Mao Tee­ 
thing. We heard it in Saigon, 
when we were told that we 
should help get rid of Diem in 
order to make peace with the 
Buddhists. We heard it m Ha­ 
vana that if we helped to topple 
Batista we would get a free and 
democratic Cuba. Well, we did 
connive to deprive Chiang of the 
arms he needed to wage his war 
against Mao, we did help grease 
the skids under the Diem re­ 
gime, and we did withdraw our 
support of the Batista govern­ 
ment. But did any of this make 
us popular 
with the 
Leftists 
whom we befriended? Not so 
anyone can notice. 
The truth is that we are dam­ 
ned if we do and damned if we 
don’t, and the least we can do 
in common decency is to make 
a fight for freedom of the indi­ 
vidual in hopes that a few acts 
of courage will keep an honor­ 
able cause alive. No great hopes 
for our immediate s u c c e s s 
can be held out. however. The 
propaganda machine of the big 
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Afro-Asian bloc in the UN seems 
to have uncommon powers of 
intimidation. It gets its v i e w 
across in spite of the facts. 
Thus, the world is informed 
by the Congolese rebel, Chris- 
tophe Gvenye, that no foreign­ 
ers were b e i n g held as host­ 
ages when the Belgian para­ 
troopers were dropped on Stan­ 
leyville. His implication is that 
we brought the Paulis and Stan­ 
leyville massacres on ourselves. 
As a matter of statistical count, 
more than twenty hostages had 
already been killed before the 
paratroopers had e v e n been 
assembled at Ascension Island 
in the Atlantic; and the threats 
to the missionary, Dr. P a u l 
Carlson, had been printed in 
every' paper in America. Yet by 
turning the propaganda volume 
on and staging incendiary 
at­ 
tacks on U. S. embassies and li­ 
braries in Moscow, Cairo, and 
Indonesia, our enemies have suc­ 
ceeded in forcing a “crisis” in 
our foreign policy. We wonder 
how far we should go in the 
busines of 
rescuing 
mission 
aries. We wonder if we really 
should be backing Tshombe. 
What beats this column is the 
sheer brazenness of our ene­ 
mies. They nourish themselves 
twice over by biting the hand 
that feeds them. A 27,000 - book 
U. S. Information Service Li­ 
brary is wrecked in Jakarta, 
yet we continue to send money 
through the Agency for Interna­ 
tional Development to pay for 
the training of “ counter-insur- 
gency” elements inside Indo­ 
nesia. The John F. Kennedy Me­ 
morial Library 
is 
gutted 
in 
Cairo, yet the U. S. is busy help­ 
ing the Egyptians install new 
systems of flight control at their 
airfields. Ben Bella of Algeria 
sends Russian arms to the Con­ 
go rebels, but he can’t feed his 
own countrymen without taking 
economic aid from both the U.S. 
and France. 
The dreadful irony about it 
all is that we have been so meek 
in the face of e v e r y t h i n g .

spending more right now. The 
money will be saved in taxes. 
The money spent must be for 
the right things, in the right 
way: 
charitable contributions, 
doctor bills, interest due, state 
and local tax bills due. 
If you’re in love, you could 
save tax money by getting m ar­ 
ried before New Year’s Day. lf 
you’re moving to a new job in 
another town and the costs are 
up to you, you might save by 
transferring 
now rather than 
waiting to celebrate the New 
Year with your present neigh­ 
bors. 
Or you might save in the long 
run by the money you don’t take 
in right now — by delaying to 
mail bills, or to dun people for 
interest due. or to cash in those 
paper profits to get money for 
the holidays. You might save by 
admitting you picked some sour 
ones this year in 
the 
stock 
market and selling the stock 
and taking your loss — now, not 
sometime next year. 
These possibilities arise be­ 
cause 
the fedral income tax 
rates, which were cut on 1964 
incomes, go down another notch 
in 1965. In 1963 the tax brackets 
ran from 20 per cent to 91 per 
cent. This year you pay from 16 
to 77 per cent depending on how 
much income is subject to tax.

A snow squall, on the other 
hand, might define that white 
powder you have to scrap off 
to get the car out. 
This the Weathermen say, “ is 
a brief, intense burst of snow 
and 
wind.” These 
sometimes 
produce “substantial snow fall,” 
though 
the 
Weather 
Bureau 
doesn’t define how much snow is 
substantial. 
Forecasters are more specific 
about cold waves. 
“The term cold wave is used 
to warn of a rapid fall in tem­ 
perature over a period of 24 
hours or less,” the Weather Bu 
reau says. 
“ If very drastic changes are 
expected to occur the qualifying 
term severe is used.” 
The Weather Bureau doesn’t 
say what it considers “drastic 
changes” to create a “ severe 
cold wave.” But it is clear about 
a plain cold wave. 
In Ohio, for instance, from 
now to Feb. 15, a cold wave will 
be forecast if the lowest tem­ 
perature from one day to the 
lowest the next day is to drop 
20 degrees, to a low of IO above 
zero or less. 
From Feb. 16 to March 15 — 
when spring hopefully will be 
approaching—a cold wave is a 
20 - degree d r o p to a low of 15 
above.

His lawyer, Phillip C. Bar- 
ragate, quieted Fatica down.
